WALPOLE TOWN LIBRARY. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE FOR 18092. 
. 

The whole number of volumes now on the catalog is 
4986, of which 295 have been added during the past year. Of 
these, 73 volumes have been purchased by the town and 222 
have been presented by various donors, a list of whom is ap- 
pended to this report. The books presented include many 
popular and valuable works, among them many volumes of 
recent magazines, containing a large amount of reading matter 
of great value and interest. The thanks of the town are due 
to the donors for their liberality. Special mention should be 
made of the gift of Laurence Hutton, Esq., of New York, com- 
prising 38 volumes of the latest publications. 

The number of volumes taken out during the year 1892 
is 6232, made up as follows:

The unexpectedly large circulation of books at North 
Walpole proves conclusively the usefulness of the branch es- 
tablished at that point and warrants the continuance of the ex- 
periment for another year. We believe that a great amount 
of good is likely to be accomplished by this branch, with only 
a slight increase in the annual expense and without serious in- 
convenience to the main library. 
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The Reading Room has been abundantly supplied with 
magazines without expense to the town, from the fund col- 
lected in 1891 as well as by the liberality of individual donors. 
As the volumes of magazines are completed, they are turned 
into the library, which, at the small expense of binding, is 
thus replenished with much of the choicest reading of the day. 
We consider the cost of binding the magazines a judicious ex- 
penditure, as an equal amount of new reading matter of the 
best. quality could not be obtained so cheaply in any other 
way. 

Although the Reading Room has been well patronized 
during the Past year, it would be a great gratification to the 
committee to see it used more freely. A visit to our stores on 
a winter evening shows that there are plenty of young people 
in Walpole, who would be welcomed in the Reading Room 
and could spend a leisure hour there pleasantly and _profit- 
ably. ' 

The want of a complete catalog of the library is now in a 
fair way of being supplied. The card catalog system is the | 
method now generally adopted in the principal libraries and 
in many financial and other institutions. The proceeds of an 
entertainment given by the Walpole Dramatic Club in aid of 
the catalog, and the generous gift of Chandler Robbins, Esq., 
of New York, have enabled the committee to purchase from 
the Library Bureau of Boston a complete outfit for a card cat- 
alog, consisting of 10,000 catalog cards and a handsome oak 
cabinet in which the cards will be arranged alphabetically as 
fast as prepared. The work of preparing the cards progress- 
es slowly, as it is necessarily done by the committee in leisure 
moments, on account of the lack of funds to employ skilled 
labor. 

During the past year death has removed a valued mem- 
ber of the committee, Dr. George A. Blake, who had served 
the town for many years in that capacity, and whose efficient 
services have been highly appreciated. 

The committee recommend the same appropriation as last 
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year, $325 for the main library and $25 for the branch at 
North Walpole.

SCHOOL REPORT. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


The history of our school work for the past year embraces 
first some external improvements. Concrete walks have been 
laid at an expense of about $200; the Highschool room fur- 
nished with an ample coal stove, leaving only the Primary 
needing such an arrangement. At an entertainment given in 
the Town hall at the close of the spring term by the combined 
departments $37 were realized of which a large part was 
spent in the purchase of an elegant flag, which was unfurled 
with suitable exercises on Columbus day. As an additional 
study. Dole’s American Citizen has been introduced into the 
upper department, instructing the youths in such matters as 
pertain to their practical duties as members of the great com- 
monwealth of states. 

Miss Abbie E. Wiggin resigned her care of the High 
school at the end of the spring term, after an eminently suc- 
cessful course with us here, but the district was fortunate to 
secure in her place L. B. Varney, a previous incumbent who 
had given great satisfaction in his previous work, who could 
enter on his present work with the advantage of an acquaintance 
with all the elements in the departments, and whose success- 
ful administration has justified the selection of him as a_suc- 
cessor to Miss Wiggin. 

Miss Olive M. Gorham had so commended her work to 
the favorable judgment of our committee that she has been re- 
tained in the Intermediate this year and will begin with us the 
year to come. 
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Miss Carrie L. Wightman continues to bring to the Pri- 
mary the advantages of her patient sympathy and constant in- 
vention and constant application to her duties, and the progress 
of the department fully meets the expectations of the officers 
and friends of the school. 

Miss Lizzie Maynard has improved the past year in bring- 
ing forward rapidly and by distinct degrees, the singing of the 
three departments to an extent surprising and gratifying to all. 

To only a very limited degree the families of surrounding 
districts have availed themselves of the advantages of these 
graded departments, but such as have appreciate the worth 
of the superior instruction given here. Until we can come out 
into the whole of the exact town system it would seem that 
some arrangement should be made by which contiguous districts 
should be provided for at the natural center, reducing the 
expense and making even the schools of No. 1 better than 
they can otherwise become.

REPORT OF TOWN SCHOOL BOARD. 


In making up our annual report we shall aim to present 
a few facts that will be of interest to the public and the patrons 
of our schools. At the opening of the school year we estab- 
lished eléven schools in the district, four of which, comprised 
of about two hundred scholars, were at North Walpole. The 
school in the No. 3 district was discontinued after the spring 
term, only five scholars having attended. Your committee 
thought that in an educational way these scholars - would fare 
as well at the Drewsville school with no material hardship to 
the children and at less than half the cost to the town. It be- 
ing deemed by the board injudicious to convey the scholars 
from No. 11 to No. 9 during the winter season, a school was 
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maintained in each district for that term. The No. 4 school 
was united with No. 5 for the spring and fall terms without 
cost, but not being altogether successful and scholars wishing 
to attend the winter term who would be practically excluded 
from this school, we opened a school in No. 4 during this term. 

There is no more difficult problem that the school board 
is called upon to solve, or under existing conditious one more 
likely to come up anew with each returning year or term, than 
how to successfully graft the town system of schools to the old 
district accommodations. In this connection we refer you to 
the treasurer’s report, which shows $244 as the sum paid during 
the year for conveying scholars to and from school whose at- 
tendance we thought it was unreasonable to expect without in 
some measure overcoming the obstacle of distance. This is al- 
ways a delicate matter for the school board to handle, and sel- 
dom canthey arrange it satisfactorily either to themselves or to 
parents. If the town system is to continue as at present we re- 
commend to the serious consideration of the district whether it 
would not be wiser to abandon the makeshift policy that we 
have been obliged to pursue in the past, and re-locate some of 
the houses in the sparsely settled parts of the town; thereby 
avoiding in great measure the cost of conveyance. Especially 
is this applicable in the east part where a new house will 
need to be built in the near future. The per cent of attendance 
during the year for all our schools has been 89, being a little less 
than for the previous year. It is undoubtedly true that many ab- 
sences might, with a little care and pains-taking, be easily pre- 
vented and are due wholly to trivial causes. It is equally 
true that parents generally feel the school privileges of their 
children to be of much importance and rarely does one need 
‘to be reminded that the attendance of his children upon the 
schools that the public provides is a matter for public concern 
and not alone one of private choice 

Of the 345 different scholars attending our school during 
the year, 258 have pursued the study of Arithmetic; 118, Ge- 
ography; 88, Grammar; 80, U.S. History; 116, Physiolo- 
gy; 6, Book-keeping; 21, Algebra. 


\ 
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School supplies, which include beside the regular text 
books, paper, ink, pencils, crayon, slates, etc., to a total cost 
of $230, have been bought for the use of the scholars during 
the past year, being a little less than sixty-seven cents for each 
scholar attending. The current expenses, aside from books, 
have been an average of ten dollars per scholar. 

Although the year’s advance made in any school seems 
small compared to the yearly cost, and undoubtedl¥ might be 
much improved by a different system of supervision, yet the 
work done during the past year will compare measurably well 
with what it has been in former years. 

In only two instances has there been occasion for adverse 


criticism of a serious nature.
